Former Employers of Strik- 
ing Chicago Oaxpenters 
Take Action. 


TOTAL OF IDLE MEN 
NOW ABOVE 76,000 


Hard Blow to Unions When 
Sheet Metal Contractors 
Join Fight. 


Chicago, April 16.—Sixteen 
thousand 
union 
carpenters 
striking for an 
in- 
crease of 5 cents an hour, were under 
the ban lockout order by their former 
employers today. Painters, lathers, plas- 
terers and sheet metal workers foimd 
themselves in similar circimistances and 
enough allied trades were effected to 
bring the total of idle men beyond 75,- 


000. 


The decision of sheet metal contrac- 
tors to join the fight against the uni- 
ons was a blow to the latter, as the 
labor leaders had hoped that employers 
in that line would try to 
perpetuate 
conditions which it was declared gave 
local concerns a monopoly on such work 
in this city. 


Union sheet metal shops are said to 
have paid a scale far in advance of those 
in other cities. 


While the action of the sheet metal 
contractors probably will open the gates 
for competition from outside communi- 
ties, the more immediate effect will be 
to save the local employers the bonds 
they 
deposited to insure 
co-operation 
with employers of other trades. 


The metal men were told moreover 
that if they forfeited their bonds they 
would also lose any chance for contracts 
with members of the Allied Employers' 
associations. 


Lockout in Effect. 


The carpenters were on strike from 
4:30 p. m. yesterday until 
midnight. 
Then the lockout went into effect and 
today the men who wished to-bolt the 
strike order and contlMue at work were 
told to carry their grievances to the 
union officials.

Army Board Meets Here 
Monday for Conference 
With Capt. Watkins. 


The report ot Capt. K H. Watkins on 
th® survey of the proposed Toledo, Piort 
Wayne and Chicago barge canal will be 
entirely completed Saturday and ready 
for the members of the army board whan 
they come Monday. 


That the canal is plausible from an en- 
erineeringr standpoint is a certainty and 
consequently much depends upon the re- 
port of Major P. S. Bond, of Cleveland, 
which will determine whether the oanal 
1b pla'usible as a business propoeitlcm. 


The survey for the canal has been in 
progress for over a year, the government 
expending thousands of dollars for that 
purpose alone. 


Much Interest is being taken in the 
commercial report to be made by Ma^or 
Bond. 
If he flnds that the canal would 
not be a paying propoeltion It will never 
be constructed. Although no ofdcial state- 
ment has been made conoerning this re- 
port there is good reason to beliere that 
it will be favorable. 


After the army board has passed on the 
reports of Captain Watlcins and Major 
Bond, which will require oeveral weeks, 
recommendations for or against the oanal 
will be made to congress, whloh body will 
either appropriate the necessary mllions 
for Its construction or reject the proposi- 
tion entirely. 


Committees representing the Chicago 
Association of Commerce and the South 
Bend Chamber of Commerce held a con- 
ference Thursday at Chicago bearing on 
the selection of the route for the proposed 
canal.

that it must remaia secret. 


Meanwhile the friends of coo^rip- 
tion. Which include 
Lord NorthcUffe's 
papers, are preaching of the need of pr<a- 
paring for that form of recruiting and" 
in the daily papers are such appeals 
as that appeajring today from the re- 
cruiting committee for Taunton, which 
says: 


"As all efforts now mode to obtain 
the enlistment of the many hundreds 
of young, eligible, single men in this 
tov;n and district fail to meet With suc- 
cess, the government should start with- 
out delay 
some compulsory system." 
This the governmejit, still continuing 
its poster and 
newspaper 
advertising 
campaign, shows not tlie slightest dis 
position to do, apparently satisfied with 
the present progress which, as Chancel 
lor Lloyd-George has said, has produced 
the largest volunteer army the world 
ever saw. 


A prominent official with knowledge 
of the situation, is the authority for 
the statement that the British troof)s 
8o far put into the field including Can 
adiaoi, New Zealand and Australian and 
Indian units—regulars, territorials, vol 
unteers and 
all—probably 
amount to 
two and a half million men. 
As the 
British, when the war started, told the 
French they could send but 120,000 men 
to help them, this seems a large army 
Whether it is accurate or is deemed 
satisfactory by the government cannot 
be said, though it is significent that tho 
advocates of conscription soem utterly 
unable to move the authorities toward 
any form of compulsory service.

Brother-in-Law of BCadero 
Denounces Statement 
of Gkn. Huerta. 


Seattle, Wash., April 16.—"That's all 
humbug," said Col. M. Perez Romero, re- 
cently appointed Carranza minister to 
Japan and brother of Mrs. Francisco 
Mederò, widow of the. late president of 
Mexico, :when shown a copy of a state- 
ment issued in New York yesterday by 
Gen. Victoriano Huerta, former provi- 
sional president of Mexico, disclaiming 
responsibility for the death of Madero. 


"Disregarding the question of who 
actually shot President Madero, the fact 
remains," said Colonel Romero, "that 
Gen. Huerta was in power and could 
command the armed forces of the coim- 
try. President Madero was his prisoner 
and' while in his power was assassinated. 
How Huerta can attempt; to evade re- 
sponsibility for his death is inconceiv- 
able. 


"I was an eye witness to all the hap- 
penings of those tragic days except for 
seven hours from 10 o'clock at night 
until 5 o'clock in the morning when Mr. 
Madero was killed. At 5 o'clock I traced 
the automobile to the penitentiary and 
there saw pools of blood behind the 
prison and was told by persons coming 
away that there the president had, been 
shot by the soldiers. 


"These facts have all been gone over, 
time and again. It is useless for Gen. 
Huerta to disclaim responsibility." 


Col. Romero left Vera Cruz a month 
ago visitili the Carranza legations in 
Canada before coming to Seattle.

will sail tomorrow on the Japanese liner 
Shidzuoka Maru for Japan to take up 
bis diplomatic duties.

the future. 


"Terre Hautes name is secure in the 
confidence of her neighbors.

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Views on Needs of Business. 


The United States chamber of commerce has been collecting 


f r o m men high in the business world a remarkable symposium of 
views as to the plans which the new federal trade commission may 
follow to make itself of most distinct service to the country. It has 
sought opinions as to business needs from men whose standing is un- 
questioned and whose judgment should carry much weight. 


*'What we need is a clear understanding, no favors and a full 
restoration of confidence. Division, hostility and working at cross 
purposes have gone far enough." This is the utterance of James J. 
Hill, the noted railroad builder and operator, and it probably re- 
flects to a very large degree the sentiment of other captains of busi- 
ness and of industry. Mr. Hill declares that business men are reaSy 
to do their share, and that the hope of the future lies in understand- 
ing* 'iwthout prejudice, and he is anxious to see America prepared 
ih thé.fullest measure to seize the business opportunity that will pre- 
sent itself with the close of the European war. 


Patrick Cudahy, the Milwaukee packer, believes the first duty 
is help for the railroads, contending that when one puts life into the 
railroads, all business responds. He would curb the illegitimate 
tendencies of the trusts and big combinations, but encourage them to 
do all the business they can do legitimately, and compel them to al- 
low the small business man to do likewise. Charles S, Keith, Kansas 
Gity industrial expert, contends that the anti-trust statutes should be 
modified by the application of the "rule of reason," and peiinit "rea- 
sonable" practices in restraint of trade where, in the end, such re- 
straint of trade will react to the public good. It is going to be dif- 
fiucult for the federal commission to reconcile all the advice it is get- 
ting with absolute practice, but it is doing A V C U in taking counsel of 
the successful business men of the country. 


It Iqpks as though the Dixie highway proposed from Chicago 
to Miami, Florida, was going to be a tremendous success. A lot of 
aspiring cities are already engaged in a vitriolic debate over the 
question of routes. South Bend suspects that the appointment of 
Thomas Taggart as an Indiana commissioner indicates that that city 
is. going to be left shivering in the cold outside. Governor Ralston 
observes that South Bend's criticism of Mr. Taggart's selection is an 
excellent method of bringing about just that result. 
President 
James, of Chattanooga, has declined to act on the governor's sug- 
gestion that the state directors meet in Louisville to select routes 
through fear that politicians would prevent practical accomplish- 
ments at the meeting—and, anyway, the association is going to stick 
to the original route through Tennessee. 
Patriotic promotion of 
popular projects has its drawbacks, after all. 


The incorporation of a company to supply electric light and 
power to Grabill, Harlan and Shirley City, with a possibility that 
still other Allen county villages mky be added later, illustrates an- 
other phase of the development of modem utility. From a common 
power station it will be possible to place electric lighting facilities 
at the disposal of many attractive little hamlets—an improvement 
undreamed of a few years ago. Perhaps the telephone and the auto- 
mobile. paved the way, but it is certain that in these days even the 
smaller villages arc coming to enjoy the modem improvejnents and 
many of the advantages which but a few years ago we were accus- 
tomed to believe possible only in the larger centers of population. 
Tie resident of the mral community and the villager is coming into 
his own in these later days.

WAR'S FAR-FLUNG BATTLE LOOB. 


(Indianapolis Star.) - 


AVe read each day of 
the 
fighting 
along tbe west front, or of drive» along 
the cast front, and neither designation 
means much to us. 
Wc get almost no 
adequate conception of 
the lines 
in 
either theater of action. 
We accept aft 
truth the statements that millions of 
men are engaged and know in a gen- 
eral v ay that they must b ^ stretched 
along inany miles of trenches and for- 
tifications. 
A statistician in Paris ha« 
taken the trouble to figure the extent 
of the allies' front. 
He finds that the 
French are extended along a line of 
540 miles, the British 31, the Belgian» 
17, the Russians 851 and the Servian» 
and Montenegrins 217 miles, a total of 
1,656 miles. 


It docs not impress most of us to 
read of the Russians fighting at various 
unpronouncable places. 
But if we stop 
to consider that if one end of the Rus- 
sian line were in New York city 
the 
other end would be twenty-nine mile» 
west of Indianapolis, we can get some 
conception of the front that is being 
defended. If the Servian and Montene- 
grin allies of Russia were added to the 
western end the line would reach four- 
teen miles beyond St. Louis. The allies 
in the west are fighting along trenches 
that Would reach from Indianapolis to 
Buffalo. 


If the battle fronts in the 
eastera 
and western war theaters were stretched 
out in this country they would reach 
from New York to fifty-two miles ease 
of Oklahoma City. 
And it should be 
borne in mind that for every mile 
of 
allies there is a mile of Teutons 
atid 
Turks. 
The war forces, therefore, that 
are in trenches or behind other fortifi- 
cations would stretch from Ne\r York 
to San Francisco and have a reserve 
strip of seventy miles left over. 
That 
means, as the forces are organized, there 
would be no point in a line extending 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific unpre- 
pared to resist an attack from an op- 
posing army.

16.—In one re- 
spect Josephus Daniels lias t»een the 
best secretary the navy ever had. Ho 
has done more than 
any predecessor 
toward' making the government inde 
pendent of private interests in i^e m^t 
ter of its ammunition and naval ma 
terial. 
Within tM'o years the govern 
ment will bo making all its powder at 
Indian Head. Using 
an appropriation 
granted by the 
recent congress, the 
secretary is greatly enlarging the ca 
pacity of .the smokeless powder plapt 
at Indian Head and the capacity for the 
full requirements of the navy will be 
reached, it ip believed, with thft% period 
As a result the pricc of powder has 
been dropping. 
Originally the powder 
trust took eiglity cents a pound from 
the governmon^r for its smokeless; then 
they dfppped to Jlfty-slx cents and then 
tke government b<^n making its. xiwn 
powder for thirty-six cents, and now 
with improved equipment, is making it 
for thirty-two tents a pound. 


It is in-doing things like this that 
Secretary Daniels has made himself 
one of the most, criticized navy heads 
He had the temerity in his first aonual 
report to expose the collusive bidding 
of the armóf plate "riiig and to recom- 
mend the construction of a government 
armor making plant. 
Tlie war tnist's 
influence with congress has bceii'strong 
enough to prevent legislation to carry 
out tliiai proposition. 
Even .ill the lAtfi 
congress it Svas defeated ïor about the 
ninth time. But Daniels is doing what 
he can to smash tliis combination also 
The result js that .all the tremendous 
engines of publicity are • at work to 
bring tlio ]>aniels administration into 
discrédit. 
His enemies do not join is 
sue on the real grievance. 
Xothing is 
said in their publicity about the armor 
factory or the powder making activities 
of tho government. On the otlier liand, 
the criticism is directed to the intro- 
duction of education in the navy's per- 
sonnel, tho abolishment of liquor and 
the supposed disorganization and neg- 
lect of discipline. 


That the navy has become less ef- 
ficient of late years there i^ no doubt 
A good reason is found in the influence 
of the "little navy" members of con- 
gress, who have denied ' proper appro- 
priations and used their influence for 
tlie misapplication of money 
diverted 
into political navy yards and private 
constriK'tion of armament and ships. A 
misguided economy has cut down the 
number of oilisted men required 
so 
that there are not enough to man the 
ships. 
But all these ; reasons are not 
the ones which inspire the hostile criti- 
cism directed against Secretary Dan- 
iels. He is a much better secretary than 
he is painted.

The Riggs 
is a branch of the National City bank 
in Njçav York, Frank Vanderlip's bank, 
known for many jears as the head of 
the Standard Oil group and allied with 
the ^Morgan group. 
The other side of 
the financial street is the Kuhn, Loeb 
and Company combination, from wliich 
Secretary McAdoo and 
John 
Skelton 
Williams are supposed to derive their 
political sinews. 
Some persons antici- 
pate something more from the outbreak 
than a local episode; in fact, an open, 
v.ar between the^ rival financial pow- 
ers. 
This is not likely to take place. 
Thé trouble is largely personal and lo- 
cal. 
It is imfòrtunately largely an 
exhibition of personal animosity on the 
part of John Skelton Williams, 
con- 
troller of the currency, toward Milton 
Ailes, former assistant secretary of tlie 
treasury and now vice president of the 
Iliggs bank. 
The Iliggs

concern, but like other banks, it does

warranted it. It is safe to say that if 
an equal amount of attention had been 
devoted by the controller of the cur- 
rency to the other 7,200 national banks, 
the. controller's force of special exami- 
ers would have hftd to

Discovery is Made That 
Old Act Was Never 
Repealed. 


Dallas, Tex.. April IG.-Until the In- 
dian appropriation bill was under con- 
sideration in the house it was not gen- 
erally known that in 1880 congress pass- 
ed a law which forbade the grantij\g of 
permis-siion in writing or otherwise for 
any reservation Indian to enter 
the 
state of Texas, says a Washington spe- 
cial to tlie N'ews. 
The law is still in 
force, although a dead letter. 
Jt iiad 
immediate application to those tribes 
whicli were and still are, domiciled in 
western Oklahoma, and was never in- 
tended to restrict members of what are 
known as the Five Tribes. 


Existence of the statute was called 
attention to by an amendment by Rep- 
resentative Pat Harrison of Mississippi, 
seeking to repeal,it. Being new legisla- 
tion. it went out on a point of order 
ofTered 
by 
Representative 
John 
H. 
Stephens of Texas, 
chairman 
of the 
house Indian affairs committee. 


Immediately after the civil war blan- 
ket Indians residing in what is now 
western Oklahoma had the habit of raid- 
ing Texas settlement«. 
Under the pre- 
text of going to the Staked Plains to 
hunt, they would draw arms and am- 
munition from the agents at Fort Sill 
and Cantonment intending i^istead 
to 
cross Red river, and pillage the towns. 
The raids became so frequent that the 
government was appealed to which gave 
rise to the law of 1880. 


At that time, Representative Stephens 
was a volimteer scout with the Texas 
Ranger forces of Major Ross and Lieu- 
tenant Jones and assisted in protecting 
the frontier.

StYS PIIIHOIISM 


ISUREJUDICE 


Swedish Savant Has Some 
Startling Doctrines 
Regarding Peace. 


Washington. April 16.—That patriot- 
ism is a prejudice and the nation n. relic 
of the Roman period, as out of date in 
the present day civilization as the cata- 
pault, is oil'.' of the startling doctrines 
broupht to this country 
by 
August 
Sciivan, who recently lecture<l 
before 
tlie w o m a n ' s peace party in tliis city. 
Mr. Sell van is a Swedish man of afl'airs 
who came to the United States hoping 
to clear tlie way for a more intelligent 
i>eace program at the conclusion 01 tlie 
war. 
He has held important posts in 
Sweden, iiaving servctl as secretary to 
the Sv.cdish le-ratiou at Pctrograd, and 
for five years in Stockiiolm was private 
secretary to tlie minister of foreign af- 
fairs, chamberlain to tho l<iiig and in- 
troducer of foreign iimliassadors to the 
sovereign. 
He was necvelary 
to the 
royal (Commission for reorganization of 
tlie diplomatic iuul consular service aft- 
er the ])reak witli Norway. 
He recent- 
ly <leeliiie<l a scat in the Swedish sen- 
ate. 


^Ir. Silivan told the woman's jjoace 
party that to insure permanent world 
jieace. it would be necessary: 


To abandon all ideas of nationalism 
and so-called patriotism: 


To jiiiik all so-callerl international law 
- a tinng which does not exist: 


To discard tlie whole tribe of present- 
day ])olitii'ians. who are for tho most 
part intellectual heirs of the old-tinic 
nicxlicine men; 


To discard, likewise, the entire out- 
fit of diplomats; 


To face the fact that the present-day 
statesmanship is bankrupt: that ])eaee 
treaties lietwcen nations are like agree- 
ments between criminals not to commit 
crime; 


To awake to tlie fact that tho earth 
is an entity, entirely 
explored 
and 
w itliout mysterious, 
lurking, 
hostile 
aliens; 


To realize that the theory of the na- 
tion, as we now regard it, is born of 
a fear of hostile aliens and is an arti- 
ficial organization of peojile to repel at- 
tack; 


To realize that all mm are economic- 
ally iTitcrdependent; that economics and 
nationalism aie as irreconcilable as are 
the superstitions of the medicine nu-n 
uith an age of electricity; 


To observe that man is primarily an 
econoiuic animal moved by a healtiiy 
desire to get a maximum of result from 
a minimuin of eiFoi't; 


Tliat the idea of the nation is an ar- 
tificial inculcation drummed into chil- 
dren by jneans of flag-waving and mis- 
written Iiistory;. 


That tlie nationalistic prejudice 
is 
fostered by various kinds 
of special 
privilege, among them being, diplomatic 
sinecuies, armament 
manufacture for 
profit, protective tariffs, and the prac- 
tice of pseudo-statemanship for profit, 
lliat pacificists of the Xorman Angel 
and Andrew Carnegie type 
do 
more 
harm than good by their ignorant dis- 
regard of true causes of war and the 
substitution of sentimentalism for an 
enlightened program; 


That the present is no time to end 
the "tight of the five 
German 
mon- 
archs'"; it will be better to let tho af- 
fair go on to exhaustion and nausea, 
then the world will be ready to consider 
Avays and means 
for 
making 
such 
things in future less possible, 


iMr. Schvan a.s8erts that the remedy 
is in the complete abandonment of the- 
ories of nationalism and the adoption 
of world-wide free trade, so that all 
industries and markets may be avail- 
ed of and specialized according to the 
adaptations of nature with 
no jeal- 
ousies among contending rivals. 
He 
urges the adoption of an international 
supreme court at which people will be 
represented in proportion to 
popula- 
tion—a delegate to every five million, 
except that no nation shall have a pre- 
ponderance of delegates; the decrees of 
the court to be enforced by a fleet con- 
tributed by the present * natioBs, and 
that other armaments will naturally of 
themselves- be 
abandoned. 
Universal 
peace and disarmament, ho says, will 
take away from governments their pre- 
occupation with foreign affaire, relieve 
them of their greatest expenditures and 
leave time, money and attention for 
the more important problems of social 
and economic justice. 


These are merely high points in one 
of the most interesting presentations 
of a peace program that has reached 
this city, 
Tliere are many interesting 
details, such as the suggestion by Mr, 
Schvan that all rifles /or the use of the 
international police might be manufac- 
tiu-ed in the United States, while the 
powder and ammunition for them should 
be manufactured in Australia, so that 
neither could get at 
the 
other, 
Mr. 
Schvan thinks that the most favorable 
signs for universal peace are found in 
the gradual enlightenment of the work- 
ingman and his realization that he has 
no quarrel with the other workingman 
who is dragged into wars by the so- 
called classes. 
Everywhere, 
he sayg, 
the toilers are beginning to aee that 
their common interests far surpass in 
importance those merely national ties 
which for so long have been supposed 
to bind them to the classes who waste 
the hard-earned fruits of their patient 
labor in cruel competition with other 
parasites and sycophants.

worahip of Jehovah (see I Chron. 15: 
15-24). The word "Psalm" Is from the 
Greek, and first meant a stringed In- 
strument. 
The Hebrew title of this 
book is "Praises." Of the 150 psalms 
David is expressly credited with 73. 


To fully study this, the sweetest of 
all psalms, we must consider it verse 
by verse. 


(1) 
"My Shepherd." The lamb is 
David. The Shepherd is Jehovah." The 
time Is man's natural time on earth. 
The rest is in the future. This Shep- 
herd so provides that the lamb "shall 
not want." 
It,is his business to care 
for his sheepl \ We are the sheep. 
Jesus is the Shepherd, and his sheep 
obey his voice (John 10:4, 5). 
We 
shall not want for food, for drink, for 
grace, for quietness, for companion- 
ship, for guidance and for welcome 
back to the fold at the end of the day 
or in the time of storm. 


(2) "He leadeth me." "The Lord Is 
my Shepherd because (a) he bought 
me; (b) he feeds me; (c) he leads me." 
—Robertson. 
To fully comprehend 
the deep significance of this psalm we 
must try to know the land of Palestine 
and the habits of eastern shepherds; 
how 
they 
feed 
their 
flocks, 
know 
them by name, and keep constant 
vigil against the danger of flood and 
wild beasts. 
The Lord Is an Individ- 
ual shepherd, interested in the one 
as well as the whole, and as such at- 
tends to each individual's need. 
He 
provides a place for us to "lie down 
in pastures of tender grass;" he also 
causes us to walk beside "waters of 
quietness." 
He makes us to lie down 
at times and he knows where to lead, 
providing at the same time both food 
and drink. 


(3) "He restoreth my soul." 
The 
Shepherd revives our faintness. 
If 
the lamb is too weak, he carries It "In 
his bosom" until it is revived. 
Many 
are the v/ays he revives us. A word, 
a sentence, a paragraph, or an experi- 
ence v.ill ofttimes restore the sick, 
v.earr, sorrowful or si -buffeted child 


I of God. 
He also leads—remember he 
! docs not drive—and his paths are 
raths of pleasantness and of peace. 
His path-s aro "right tracks," not the 
delusive 
ones 
of sin. 
We 
cannot 
v. alk ir ilieso paths without his leader- 
sl;ip, v.ithout his etrengthening rest, 
wiihcut 
the 
invigorating 
food 
and 
drir.k which is provided for us by the 
Good Shc-Fherd. 


(4) 
"Yea though I walk." Just as 
evnry need hss been and will be pro- 
vided for (Phil. 4:19) even so will 
every fear be banished. The flock has 
passed beyond the "tender grass" and 
"waters of quietness" into new and 
strange experiences, into the "valley 
of deepest darkness," not alone the 
experience of physical death but all 
of life's experiences that are shroud- 
ed by thick, impenetrable darkness, 
for the Christian does not always walk 
in paths of light. Sometimes we scarce- 
ly see the Shepherd, but we may al- 
ways hear his voice. 
Dark valleys 
may lie between two excellent pas- 
tfirage grounds even as Bunyan sug- 
gests in Pilgrim's Progress. 
Death 
Is a shadow, not a substance, for the 
sting of sin has been removed 
(I 
Cor. 15:54-57). 
Why not fear? 
"For 
thou art with me" and he Is stronger 
than any possible enemy. • There, are 
dangers which we cannot cope with, 
but as he is with lis "we are able." 


(5) "My cup runneth over." Here 
the figure changes. Jehovah is now 
the ITountlful host. What a repast he 
has spread! David as a fihepberd and 
as a fugitive from Saul knew the pinch 
of hunger and the satisfaction of eat- 
ing in peace, in the very presence of 
bis enemies, man and beast. They 
that are Christ's have enemies (John 
15:19; II Tim. 3:12), but as our Host 
he has spread a banquet in their very 
presence while the world goes on 
feeding upon the husks. He also anoints 
our heads with the "oil of gladness/' 
the Holy Spirit (Acts 10:88; I John 
2:20, 27 R. v.). For the ancient feast 
this anointing was an essential prep- 
aration. 


(6) "I shall dwell . . . forever." 
Goodness and mercy pursue tbe psalm- 
ist In marked contrast with tbe calam» 
ity and tbe angel of judgment wblcb 
follow the wicked (Ps. 35:6; 140:11). 
There Is a perpetuity of blesaing as 
well as tbe penalty of tin. The psalm- 
ist leaves tbe feaflt for bis dwelling 
bouse which shall abide "to length 
of days." 
This is to be interpreted 
in Its fullness only by tbe Nev Testa- 
ment (John 14:1-3; I Thess. 4:16. 17). 


Everlasting fellowship, communion 
and companionship with tbe Chief 
Shepherd, tbe «"great Shepherd of th« 
•heen."

as an exporter and the foreign nations 
as consumers of our 
products

closely comes home to the Indiana coal 
operators. 


Trouble Not With the Coal. 


"According to presa dispatches, the 
president has recommended that export- 
ers be permitted to combine with 
the 
view of taliing advantage of the export 
business to the fullest possible extent. 
It is the aim of every country to sell 
its product to another country to ob- 
tain in return tlieir cash or credit. On 
a smaller scale, but to a no less degree, 
the residents of each state should en- 
deavor to copy the example established 
by the United States. 
It is believed 
that if- tliis situation would- be more 
thoroughly understood the Indiana coal 
industry' would be placed 
in a much 
better condition than it now 
is, and 
when I say the 'coal industry' I include 
the mine workers just as much as the 
mine owners; and Avhatever is of bene- 
fit to the mine owners and mine Avork- 


ers must be of necessity of beneflt to 
the community in which they live and 
wliere they do their trading. 


"Indiana purclrases much more coal 
from other 
states than 
it consumes 
fiom its own mines. 
As the chief rea- 
son for discriminating against its own 
product is given the fact that Indiana 
coal smokes and eastern 
or 
go-called 
smokeless coals do not smoke; at the 
same time vast quantities 
of Indiana 
coal are consumed in the heart of the

loop district of Chicago, 
where the 
smoke regulations are most stringent, 
and yet this very coal gives absolute 
satisfaction and is burned \\ithout giv 
ing any offensive smoke. 
This clearly 
emphasizes that the trouble is not with 
the coal, but with the persons who burn 
it in wrongly designed plants. 
I have 
before me a letter from a municipality 
of Indiana now using coal from our 
Sullivan county mines which cost them 
$1.80 delivered at the plant. The super- 
intendent of these plants asks if we 
could not change his contract to Poca- 
hontas coal which would cost him $3.15 
a ton, because in one of the neighbor- 
ing towns they are burning Pocahontas 
coal and not making any smoke, but 
evidently no investigation has been as 
to the great difference in the cost. 


Should Be Exporting State. 


"The major portion of Indiana, ex- 
cept perhaps a very narrow belt on the 
south and eastern border, should use 
Indiana coal exclusively for reasons of 
economy, because on practically every 
ton of Indiana coal consumed 
about 
eighty centa has been paid in wages to 
citizens of that state who spend their 
money in the state, are taxpayers and 


citizens thereof. 
For evory ton of for« 
eign coal brought to Indiana from an- 
other state, the same amount of money 
is exported and spent where it does not 
beneiit any Indiana community. 
The 
old maxim that the 'difference between 
having a dollar and not having a dollar 
is two dollars' can truly be said to ap- 
ply in this case. 


"A large portion of the taxes yt th< 
mining district is borne by the coal 
C O I » J 
panics; a great many miners' suppiicC 
and commodities used by the miners 
are produced in the state; and all of 
these industries would prosper by thij 
co-operation. 
Instead of being an im- 
porting state, Indiana siiould endeavor 
to be an exporting state. 


"As an example that Indiana slack 
of the linest size can be burned without 
smoke many plants are furnishing proof 
every day. 
Our Peerless mine No. 27, 
at Sullivan, clearly shows that we can 
have a perfectly clean stack with tha 
boilers operating under a heavy over 
load."

5,000 Sign a Protest Against 
Limiting Parking Time 
in Chicago. 


aiicago, April 16.—Hundreds of wom- 
en who drive electric 
runabouts 
and 
men who own a^itomobiles are protest- 
ing against the thirty-minute law in 
force now 
against 
automobiles 
left 
standing in the loop. 


More than 5,000 protests have been 
obtained by the Motorists' Security al- 
liance, "an Illinois corporation 
organ- 
ized not for pecuniary profit," which is 
opposing the measure. 


"We are sending 
circulars to every 
automobile owner in Chicago,"' said J. 
Lester Williams, secretary-treasurer of 
the organization, a t its national execu- 
tive headquarters, 327 South 
LaSalle 
street, "and we are getting answers at 
the rate of 1,000 to 1,500 a day. Per- 
sonal letters from some of the biggest 
men in Chicago are coming in by the 
hundreds, backing us up. 


Calls Law Unjust. 


"The law is unjust. 
The hour-limit 
ordinance was all right. 
Nobody com- 
plained about that. 
But the women 
who go shopping in their electrics, the 
men who come downtowni on business— 
phx'sicians, 
lawyers and other 
profes- 
sional men—often 
are 
compelled 
to 
leave their machines standing for more 
than thirty minutes. 


"We are preparing to present a pe- 
tition to the city council, and we feel 
sure the law will be repealed. 
We 
shall have 10,000 names Avithin a few 
days, names 
of responsible 
men and 
women—big taxpaj'ers, and the 
city 
council miust act favorably." 


Text of Circulars. 


The circulars sent out by the alli- 
ance and signed by Mr. Wiiliams read 
as follows:

us 
to 
secme by petition to the city 
council the repeal 
of 
the 
so-called 
thirty-minute 
ordinance, 
which

traction and taxicab

"This 
ordinance has resulted in in- 
tensifying 
the

street traffic and is

hardship on automobile

business in the loop district. 


"Up to the present the police depart- 
ment has devoted its activities largely 
to issuance of warning, but it is only 
a question of days until wholesale ar- 
Hiats of automobile owners, men and 
women, will begin."

a Zeppelin assault on ?sanc.y. 


A German wireless report credits to 
a Swiss newspaper the statement that 
French airmen have dropped bombs on 
several German towns unprotected by 
anti-air craft guns. 


Ivondon no longer consider.9 itself im 
mune from air raiders of the Zepjjelin 
type. It is realized also that even aero- 
planes could bombard the city. Zeppelins 
on their rocent night raids have travel- 
ed further fron^ their C>uxJiaven base 
than the distance from Cuxhaven to 
Jx)ndon and aeroplanes 30 miles from 
the capital and choosing 
their 
own 
course liavc brought a new conception 
of the effective range of this type of 
machine. 


Public is Skeptical. 


Nevertheless the public is skeptical of 
tlie powers for harm of Zeppelins, the 
trifling damage done during the night 
raids of Wednesday and Thursday being 
cited in justification of this feeling. It 
would appear that the latest air raiders 
have used bombs of an incendiar}' rather 
than an explosive character. 


In the land operations the French 
claim a "brilliant" success 
north 
of 
Arras. Mliich completes the gain made 
near there last month. The German po- 
sition. according to the report given out 
onicially in Paris, was . taken, at the 
point of the bayonet. 


On tho heights of the Me\ise the Ger- 
mans evidently aie "oeginning a move- 
ment to re-takp Les JOparges. 
Berlin 
claims to iiave repulsed all Ihc French 
attacks along the western front thus 
putting an end to the Fvench offonsive 
which was planned to make int. Mihiel 
untenable. 


On the eastern front 
neither 
«ide 
seems to be making any headway. The 
lack of definite newa from this arena 
of the .war is filled by n crop of rumors 
which agree only on one point, namely, 
that great events are impending in the 
east. 


The lEarlier Raids. 


At least two Zeppelins raided tlv; 
counties of Suffolk and Essex early this 
morning 
and 
dropped 
bombs 
within 
thirty-six miles of London but so lar 
as material damage was concerned the 
attack of the Germans'was less success- 
ful than on previous occasions. 
A large 
number of bombs were dropped on towns 
and villages but no loss of life resulted. 


The number of airships which took 
part in the raid i.s uncertain but it a.s- 
suredly was more than one as attacks 
were made Mifhin a few minutes of 
each other at points seventy mrle.s apart. 
The first was on Maiden at 12:20 by a 
Zeppelin, which pas.«;ed over Burnham 
and Southminster; after dropping bombs 
at Maiden the airship turned north and 
let fall more explosives at Heybridgc. 
It may have been the same craft seen 
flying over Harwich in the direction of 
Ipswich. 
A second attack was made 
between 12:30 and 
12:45 a. m. on 
Southwold, ten miles south of Ijowes- 
toft» where three bombs were dropped, 
a lumber yard was set on fire, throe 
horses were killed and many windows 
were broken; also several bombs were 
dropped on railway trucks. 
At :Malden 
a house was struck but only slightly 
damaged. 
At Heybridge several bombs 
were dropped but no damage has been 
Tcported. 
^ 


A telegram received here from Muiden 
in Holland says the Norwegian steamer 
Dag came into that port this morning 
and reports having sighted a Zeppelin 
airship at 5 o'clock at a point 15 miles 
oflf the Dutch coast. The airship was 
headed in the direction of Germany and 
is believed to be one of the invaders on 
her way home.

The influence exert- 
ed on him on governmental affairs was 
best illustrated by the fact that when 
he was satircally introduced to an au- 
dience as "the general manager of the 
United States," that appellation lived 
through the administration of McKin- 
ley, Roosevelt and Taft.

The "banker's pani(i" 
of 1907 enabled him to give impetus to 
his plan to Hring about monetary re- 
forme. The first fruit of his labors in 
this direction was the Vreeland-Aldrich 
emergency currency^ law of 1908, put 
through the senate by Aldrich after an 
historic filibuster directed by Mr. La 
Follette, the progressive republican, from 
Wisconsin, who was aided by Mr. Stone, 
of Missouri, a democrat. Sharp parlia- 
mentary tactics enabled Mr. Aldrich to 
bring^ the bill to a final vote, but in tak- 
ing Mr. La Folletto off hte feet, Mr. 
Aldrich made an enemy who was re- 
lentless in his opposition during many 
•ubfequent I^slative contests. 


The emeraeney eurreney law was re- 
by Mr. Aldrich as the best rem- 
edy possible of speedy enactment, but 
h« 4id not stop there.

The girls of the garden and -canning 
clubs in Iowa sold a total of .$71t;.7i in 
frosli A-egetables during the year, :î,;5G0 
quarts of fruits an<i vegetable's beuig 
canned.

quarts of these herself. 


The Iowa prize winner. :Miss- Kloise 
Parsons, Clarinda, la., of the garden 
and canning clubs, grew Í7,.31S pounds of 
vegetables during the year, and mode 
a net ]irofit of $115.57 on her one-.tenth 
acre i>lot of ground. 


A Nebraska girl. ^Miss Myrtle :\rann, 
of Chadron, grew 2,074 pounds of vege- 
tiîbies. canned 215 quarts, and made a 
net profit of $71.40 on her wliole work. 


:Mís3 :Mvra Colvin. a young Avoman of 
R^verto^l.'^^'yo., raise<l 1,500 pounds of 
vegetabh'S. making a net i>rofit of $35. 


Miss Lucy Hale. Augrista. X. J., made 
the best record in New .Tersey, with a 
vield of 2,07(i pounds and a net profit 
on lier investment of i?63.71.

16.—Offlcials

the department of commerce know of 
no reason why American candy nwikers 
should not supply the whole of Cen- 
tral America wiih chocolates and other 
sweetmeats, or why American cracker 
makers should not supply the 
same 
territory with the cakes 
or 
cookies 
which are so well known in the Ameri- 
can market. 
Thé people 
of. Central 
America, it is said, are very fond of 
candies, more particularly of chocolates 
and of cakes. 
Their supplies for a good 
many years have been coming 
from 
England, but the American goods are 
so superior to thos,e which fEngland of- 
fers for export, that American manufac- 
turers, it is said, should have no dif- 
ficulty in securing a permantot foothold 
that market, provided they pay prop- 
attention to packing. 
The profit in goods of "this kind sold 
... Central America is said to be large. 
In Salvador, for example, a pound of. 
English chocolates costs at retail one 
dollar, gold, but are not nearly as good 
aa "the cheap chocx)late3 made 
in the 
United States and sold for one-fourth 
one-third that price by department- 
and .flve-and-ten-cent stores," according 
to Gerrard Harris, special agent of the 
department, who has been making a 
tour of Central America, with a view to 
reporting on trade opportunities.

truth the statements that millions ol

tifications. A statistician in Paris has 
taken the trouble to'figure the extent, 
of lli" allies' front. He. finds that the | 
1'ri-iieh arc extended aloiiff a. line of 
540 miles, the British 31, the Hi-lgians 
17, the Russians 851 and the Servians 
and Montenegrins 217 miles, a total of 
1,056 miles. 


It docs not impress most of us to 


read of the Russians fighting at various 
unpronouiicirble places. But if we stop 
to consider that if one cud of th« Rus- 
sian liuc were in Xcw York city the 
other end would be twenty-nine miles 
west of Indianapolis, we can get some 
conception of the front that is being 
defended. K the Servian and Montene- 
grin allies of Russia were added to the 
western end the line would reach four- 
teen miles beyond St. Louis. The allies 
in the west are fighting nlonj; trenches 
that would reach from Indianapolis to 
Buffalo. 


If the battle fronts in the eastern 


and western war theaters were stretched 
out in this country the}' would reach 
from Xew York to fifty-two miles ease 
of Oklahoma, City. 
And it should be 


bonic ia mind that for every mile of 
allies there is a mile of Teutons and 
Turks. The war forces, therefore, that 
are in trenches or behind other fortifl- 
cutions would stretch from Xcw York 
to Sun Francisco and have a reserve 
strip of seventy miles left over. That 
means, us the forces are organized, there 
would be no point in a line extending 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific unpre- 
pared to resist an attack from an op- 
posing army. 


Where Values 
Are 


' 
The United States chamber of commerce has been collecting 


from men high in the business world a remarkable symposium of 
views as to the plans which, the.new federal trade commission may 
follow to make itself of most-distinct service to the country. It has 
sought opinions as to business needs from men whose standing is un- 
questioned and whose judgment should carry 'much weight. 


""What we need is a clear understanding, no favors and a full 


restoration of confidence. Division, hostility and working at cross 
purposes have gone far enough." This is the utterance of James J. 
Hill, the noted railroad builder aud operator, and it probably re- 
flects to a very large degree the sentiment of other captains of busi- 
ness and of industry. Mr. Hill declares that business men are ready 
to do their share, and that the hope of the future lies in understand- 
ing, without prejudice, and he is anxious to see America, prepared 
in the fullest measure to seize the business opportunity that will pre- 
sent itself with the clos.e of the European war, 


Patrick '.pudahy, '.the Milwaukee packer, believes the first duty 


is help for the railroads, contending that when one puts life into the 
railroads, all'business responds.. He would curb the illegitimate 
tendencies of the trusts and big combinations, but encourage them to 
do all the business they can do legitimately, and compel them to al- 
low the small business man to do likewise.

Thls is the most famoui of the 


shepherd king's writings. 
Probably 


•written In his later lite, lie borrows ! 
his figure from the experience of his 
youth. 
The relation of the lamb to 


David IB a type to him of his rela- 
tions to Qod. Israel's greatest poet 
had ample time for meditation In the 
days of his youth as he followed the j 
occupation of shepherd. 
His playing j 


on the harp Is famous and he made i 
the first official use of music In the j 
•worship of Jehovah (see I Chron. IB: 
15-24). The word "Psalm" Is from the 
Greek, and first meant a stringed in- 
strument. 
The Hebrew title of this 


book is "Praises." Ot the 150 psalms 
David is expressly credited with 73. 


To fully study this, the sweetest of 


all psalms, we must consider It verse 
by verse. 


(1) "My Shepherd." The lamb IB 


David. The Shepherd is Jehovah. The 
time Is man's natural time on earth. 
The rest Is in the future. This Shep- 
herd so provides that the lamb "shall 
not want." 
U,is his business to care 


for his sheep. \ AVe are the sheep. 
Jesus is the Shepherd, and his sheep 
obey his voice (John 10:4, 5). We 
shall not want for food, for drink, for 
grace, for quietness, for companion- 
ship, for guidance and for welcome 
back to the fold at the end of the day 
or in the time of storm. 


(2) "He leadeth me." "The Lord Is 


my Shepherd because (a) ho bought 
me; (b) he feeds me; (c) ho leads me." 
—Robertson.

Xclson Wilmarth Aldrich held a seat 


in the United States senate continuously 
from 1881 to 1911. The influence exert- 
ed on him on governmental affairs was 
best illustrated by the fact that whaii 
he was satircally introduced to an au- 
dience as "the general manager of the 
United States," that appellation lived 
through the administration of McKin- 
ley, Kooscvelt and Taft. 


Probably the greatest parliamentar 


ian that ever served in the senate, Mr. 
Aldrich had no difficulty in maintain- 
ing leadership of his party. 


Naturally Mr. -ftldrici's long-con tinuec 


supremacy in the counsels of his party 
and in directing legislation caused him 
to become the subject of much adverse 
criticism. He was charged with bossism 
a.nd 
with being the tool of the "inter 


ests." 'Whether or not this was true in 
the main, it can be said in fairness that 
some of these assertions gained and held I 
currency because it was liis policy never 
to defend himself against published at- 
tacks. Ho rarely permitted himself to 
be quoted by the press. 


Born in Foster, R. I., Xov. 6, 1841, ho 


first appeared in public office as mem- 
ber of the common council in the city 
of Providence. He was elected to the 
Rhode Island assembly in 1ST5, and four 
years later sent to congress. After two 
sessions he was elevated to the senate, 
a? successor to G«neral 
Ambrose ti.

V«st Business Ctptdty. 


Having bogun his career as a business 


man, Senator Aldrich continued through- 
out his public service to display business- 
like methods nnd extraordinary capaciiy 
for organisation. Upon his election to 
'be senate, he was immediately mad? 
chairman of the committee on rr.Ie 
a weml^r of thi> committee, on finance 
and intcr-Jtate commerce. 
Ij»t«r 
as 


was called upon to assume a large share 
of the responsibility for all tariff and' 
Inancial legislation before the senate. 
He participated in the preparation of 
no fewer than six revisions of the tariff 
sind bore the burden of labor incident 
to them. The Paynq-AUlrich tariff act 
was engineered through the senate by 
him after many weeks of skillful man- 
oevuring and hard fighting. 


On Currency Question. 


Mr. Aldrich was always ready 
to 


seize upon any trend of public business 
to advance legislative causes in which 
he was interested'. The "banker's panic" 
of 1D07 enabled him to give impetus to 
his plan to bring about monetary re- 
forms. The first fruit of his labors in 
this direction was the Vrceland-Alilridi 
emergency currency law of Iflns. put 
through the senate by Aldrich after an 
historic filibuster directed by Mr. 
Follctte, the progressive republican, from 
AVisconsin, who was aided by Mr. Stone 
of Missouri, a democrat.- Sharp parlia- 
mentary tactics enabled Mr. Aldrich to 
bring the bill to a final vote, but in tak- 
ing Mr. La Follettc off his feet, Mr. 
Aldrich made an enemy who was re- 
lentless in his opposition during many 
subsequent legislative contests. 


Tho emergency currency law was re- 


garded by Mr. Aldrich a& the best rem- 
edy possible of speedy enactment, but 
he did not stop there. He began work 
immediately upon a more 
permanent 


plan of currency reform, giving most 
of his time to the work of the national 
monetary commission. He was able to 
devote his time unreservedly to his work 
because in 1011 he declined" to be a can- 
didate for re-election, giving ill-health 
as a reason. 


Mr. Aldrich's friends contended that 


his effort to revise the currency system 
of the country wns approached in an 
ab'olufc non-p?.rti?an way. 
HC was 


exceedingly anxious that hj< work *ho;iM 
stand up as a monument fo hi« public 
scrv-ce. 
HU disappointment was keen

Kelson Wilmarth Aldrich held a seat 


in tho United States senate, continuously 
from 1S81 to 1911. The influence exert- 
ed on him on governmental affairs was 
best illustrated by the fact that when 
he was satircally introduced to an au- 
dience as "the general manager of the 
United States," that appellation lived 
through the administration of JIcKin- 
ley, Roosevelt and Taft. 


Probably the greatest parliamentar 


ian that ever served in the senate, Mr. 
Aldrich had no difficulty in maintain- 
ing leadership of his party. 


JS'aturally Mr. Aldrich's long-continued 


supremacy in the counsels of his party 
and in directing legislation caused him 
to become the mibject of much adverse 
criticism. He was charged with bossism 
and with being the tool of the "inter- 
ests." 'Whether or not this was true in 
the main, it can be said in fairness that 
some of these assertions gained and held ! 
currency because it was uis policy never 
to defend himself against published at- 
tacks. Ho rarely permitted himself to 
be quoted by the press. 


Born in Foster, R. I., Nov. 6, 1841, ho 


first appeared in public office as mem- 
ber of the common council in the city 
of Providence. 
He was elected to the 


Rhode Island assembly in 1875, and four 
years later sent to congress. After two 
sessions he was elevctcd to the senate, 
as successor to General 
Ambrose

man. Senator Aldrich continued through- 
out his public service to display business- 
like methods and extraordinary rapacity 
for organization. Upon hi* election to 
the soiiatc. he WHS immediately made 
chairman of tho committee OTI nil?- 
a member of the committee on finance 
and inter-state commerce,

was called upon to assume a large share 
of the responsibility for all tariff and 
financial legislation before the senate.

him after many weeks of skillful man- 
oevuring and hard fighting. 


On Currency Question, 


Mr. Aldrich was always ready 
to 


seize upon any trend of public business 
to advance legislative causes in which 
ho wag interested'. The "banker's panic" 
of 1007 enabled him to give impetus to 
his plan to bring about monetary re- 
forms. The first fruit of his labors in 
this direction was the Vrccl&nd-Aldrich 
emergency currency law of 
IflOS. put 


through the senate by Aldrich after an 
historic filibuster directed by Mr. La 
Toilette, the progressive republican, from 
Wisconsin, who was aided by Mr. Stone, 
of'-Missouri, a democrat.-Sharp parlia- 
mentary tactics enabled Mr. Aldrich to 
Bring the bill to a final vote, but in tak- 
ing Mr. La Kollettc off his feet, Mr 
Aldrich made an enemy who was re- 
lentless in his opposition during many 
aubsequcnt legislative contests. 


The emergency currency law was re- 


garded by Mr. Aldrich as the best rem- 
edy possible of speedy enactment, but 
he did not stop there. He began work

plan of currency reform, giving most 
of his time to the work of the national 
monetary commission. He was able to 
devote hia time unreservedly to his work 
because in 1011 he declined" to be a can- 
didate for re-election, giving ill-health 
as a reason.
